ABEDIN thought if she 
received an email on the unclassified network the person sending it had handled it properly and she had 
no need to question the classification. When asked what ABEDIN’s understanding of the parenthetical 
“C” located in the body of the email was, ABEDIN replied her understanding has changed with what she 
has read in the media. During her time at DoS, ABEDIN stated she most likely would not have noticed 
the marking in the email and reiterated she had no need to question classification at the time. Currently, 
and after reading news reports, ABEDIN knows the portion marking “C” indicates the information that 
follows should not be in an unclassified email.
